1. (Currently Amended) A method of recording copy protection information on a recording 
medium, comprising: 

recording encrypted data on the recording medium; and 

recording copy protection information required for decrypting the encrypted data in a 
prodotorminod first area and additionally in a second area other than the first area at l oast 
once 

2. (Currently Amended) The method set forth in claim 1, wherein the first area is a PIC area 
defined in the a BP (blu-rav) recording medium. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method set forth in claim 1 , wherein the second area includes 
an area oxo l uoivo of a P I C aroa within a lead-in area and/or lead-out area defined in the 
recording medium. 

4. (Currently Amended) The method set forth in claim 1, wherein the copy protection 
information in first area and/or second area i no l udoo a load out aroa dofinod i n tho rocord i ng 
modium is formed as wobble pattern . 

5. (Currently Amended) The method set forth in claim 1, wherein ewk control information 
about the recording medium is recorded in the P4G lead-in area defined in the recording 
medium and the d+sk control information is duplicated atee in the an area other than the first 
area. 
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6. (Currently Amended) The method set forth in claim 1 , further comprising: 

where i n d i sk information about th e r e cord i ng medium i s r e cord e d in a PIC ar e a 
dofinod i n tho record i ng medium and recording position information for indicating a position 
where at least the copy protection information in a second area is recorded in th e s e cond 
aroa is record e d i n th e disk i nformation , 

7. (Currently Amended) A recording medium, comprising: 

a data area for storing encrypted data; 

a first area for storing copy protection information required for decrypting the 
encrypted data; and 

at least one second area storing a duplicate of the copy protection information. 

8. (Currently Amended) The recording medium set forth in claim 7, wherein the first area is a 
PIC area defined in the BP (blu-rav) recording medium. 

9. (Currently Amended) The recording medium set forth in claim 7, wherein the first and 
second afea i nc l udes areas include an area oxolus i v e of a PIC aroa within a lead-in area 
and/or a lead-out area defined in the recording medium. 

10. (Currently Amended) The recording medium set forth in claim 7, wherein copy protection 
information in first area and/or second area is formed as wobble type tho second ar e a 
i nc l udes a l oad out aroa dofinod i n tho record i ng med i um . 

11. (Currently Amended) The recording medium set forth in claim 7, wherein further 
comprising: 

a third area storing tho first aroa stores pos i tion information feF associated with a 
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position where the copy protection information is recorded dupl i cated in th e s e cond ar e a . 

12. (Currently Amended) A method of reproducing a recording medium by a disk 
reproducing apparatus , comprising the steps of: 

(a) driving the recording medium storing encrypted data; 

(b) detecting copy protection information, which is required for decrypting the 
encrypted data, recorded repeatedly in a fifst specific area of the recording medium or 
copied in a specific area from an area where original copy protection information is recorded: 
and 

(c) i f an error occurs in tho dotoct i on of th e copy is protoot i on informat i on, det e cting 
dup li cat e d copy protect i on i nformation from a s e cond aroa othor than tho first area and 
decrypt i ng tho oncryptod data using tho dotootod copy protoct i on i nformation performing a 
decryption of the encrypted data based on the detected copv protecti on information. 

13. (Currently Amended) The method set forth in claim 12, wherein the fifst specific area is a 
PIC area defined in the a BP (blu-rav) recording medium. 

14. (Currently Amended) The method set forth in claim 12, wherein the second specific area 
includes an area oxclus i vo of a P I C aroa within a lead-in area and/or lead-out area defined in 
the recording medium. 

15. (Currently Amended) The method set forth in claim 12, wherein the cocond aroa 
includoo a l oad out aroa dofinod i n tho recording medium copv protection information is 
recorded differently depending on a manufacture of the recording medium, wherein the step 
(b) detects the copy protection information based on a po sition information to indicate a 
position where the copy protection information is recorded . 
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16. (Currently Amended) The method set forth in claim 12, wherein the step (s b) includes a 
step of d e t e cts detecting position information for at least one of the dup li cat e d repeated copy 
protection information i nc l uded i n disk information for tho record i ng m e d i um and reads at 
least one of the dup li cat e d repeated copy protection information frem based on the position 
information to decrypt tho encrypt e d data . 

17. (Currently Amended) The method set forth in claim 12, wherein the step (e b) includes a 
step of det e cts detecting position information for at least one of the duplicat e d repeated copy 
protection information stored in a predetermined position in the a recordin g/reproducing 
apparatus and reads the dupl i cated repeated copy protection information frem based on the 
position information to decrypt tho oncryptod data . 

18. (Currently Amended) The method set forth in claim 12, wherein , if the detection of tho 
dup l icatod copy protection informat i on fa i ls, tho stop (c) dotocts dup l icated copy protoct i on 
information from another aroa the step (b^ detects ot her one among the repeated copy 
protection information if an error occurs in the detection o f the copy protection information.

19. (New) The method set forth in claim 12, wherein the copy protection information is recorded 
in wobbled form, wherein the detecting step (b) detects the copy protection information formed 
in wobble pattern. 

20. (New) A method of recording data on a recording medium, comprising: 

generating a copy protected data based on a key information, the key information being 
required for generating the copy protected data; 

recording the copy protected data in the recording medium; and 
recording the key information in a specific area repeatedly or alternatively. 
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21 . (New) The method set forth in claim 20, wherein the specific area is a PIC area defined in a 
BD (blu-ray) recording medium. 

22. (New) The method set forth in claim 20, wherein the specific area is an area within a lead-in 
area defined in the recording medium. 

23. (New) The method set forth in claim 20, wherein the specific area is a lead-out area defined 
in the recording medium. 

24. (New) The method set forth in claim 20, further comprising: 

recording information for specifying an area of key information to be recorded. 

25. (New) The method set forth in claim 20, wherein the step (c) records the key information in 
wobbled form. 

26. (New) The method set forth in claim 20, wherein the step (c) records the key information in 
wobbled form and/or straight pre-pit form. 

27. (New) A recording medium, comprising: 

control data area including a control information necessary to record or reproduce a 
copy protected user data on or from a user data area; and 

a key information area for storing a key information required for processing a copy 
protected user data, the key information is recorded repeatedly or is copied on the key 
information area. 
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28. (New) The recording medium of claim 27, wherein the key information area is lead-in area 
and/or lead-out area. 

29. (New) The recording medium of claim 28, wherein the key information area is pre-recorded 
area of the read-in area and/or read-out area. 

30. (New) The recording medium of claim 27, wherein the control data area includes indication 
information to identify the key information area. 

31 . (New) The recording medium of claim 27, wherein the key information is required for the 
encryption and/or decryption of the copy protected user data. 

32. (New) The recording medium of claim 27, wherein the key information is recorded in 
wobbled form. 

33. (New) The recording medium of claim 27, wherein the key information is in wobbled form 
and/or straight pre-pit form. 

34. (New) The recording medium of claim 27, wherein the key information is recorded in a 
specific position depending on a manufacturer of the recording medium. 

35. (New) A recording medium, comprising: 

a key information required to record or reproduce the copy protected user data; and 
information associated with a position where the key information is stored. 

36. (New) The recording medium of claim 35, wherein the key information is stored in a lead-in 
area and/or lead-out area of the recording medium. 
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37. (New) The recording medium of claim 35, wherein the key information is formed as wobble 
pattern in the recording medium. 

38. (New) The recording medium of claim 35, wherein the information associated with the 
position of the key information is stored in a control area of the recording medium. 

39. (New) The recording medium of claim 35, wherein the key information is required to encrypt 
and/or decrypt the user data. 

40. (New) The recording medium of claim 39, wherein the key information is recorded as 
wobbled pattern. 

41. (New) The recording medium of claim 39, wherein the key information is recorded as 
wobbled pattern and/or straight pit pattern. 

42. (New) The recording medium of claim 39, wherein the key information is recorded 
repeatedly or alternatively as wobbled pattern. 

43. (New) The recording medium of claim 39, wherein the key information is pre-recorded as 
wobbled pattern in a specific area, and a copied key information is recorded in an alternative 
area different from the specific area. 

44. (New) The recording medium of claim 43, wherein the alternative area is lead-in area and/or 
lead-out area defined in the recording medium. 
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45. (New) A method of recording or reproducing data on or from a recording medium, 
comprising the steps of: 

(a) detecting copy protection information required for a copy protected user data and 
recorded repeatedly or alternatively in a specific form of the recording medium; and 

(b) controlling a recording or reproducing of the copy protected user data based on the 
detected copy protection information. 

46. (New) The method of claim 45, wherein the step (a) includes a step of detecting position 
information for at least one of the repeated copy protection information and reading at least one 
of the repeated copy protection information based on the position information. 

47. (New) The method of claim 45, wherein the copy protection information is recorded as 
wobble form, the step (a) detects the copy protection information recorded as wobble form. 

48. (New) The method of claim 45, wherein the step (a) detects at least one copy protection 
information based on a position information associated with a position where the copy 
protection information is stored. 

49. (New) The method of claim 45, wherein the step (b) includes a step of controlling an 
encryption or decryption of the user data based on the copy protection information ,so as to 
generate a copy protected user data.
